POLICE DEPARTMENT 


_ Whether there are enough po- 
Icemen on the local force to 
meet today’s problems ifn. this 
growing community is a matter 
of very direct concern to mem- 
bers of the Upland city council. 

All residents, in general, how- 
ever, ‘are also very vitally in- 
terested in the situation, 

The chief of -a police depart- 
ment canbe likened to a foot- 
ball: coach. In any community 
he is always in a position to 
win public acclaim or public dis- 
favor. Ona college campus, the 
football coach is usually either 
popular or unpopular, depending 
on the team’s winning or losing 
tendencies, 

And the: question of whether 
there is a “juvenile problem’”’ 
here and whether additional of- 
ficers are needed is of interest 
to every resident. 

The responsibility of using the 
present personnel to better ad- 
vantage may rest with Chief 
Palmer; or it may be the fault 
of the city council in not pro- 
viding . enough personnel. 

If there is a juvenile problem 
of sufficient importance to: jus- 
tify the services of a specialized 
officer, then we must have him, 

A few months ago, Chief 
Palmer said “problems”’ could 
be handled by the regular mem- 
bers of his department. Then, 
the high school opened here in 
September and the other day 
Chief Palmer said this school 
and other factors had brought 
a rapid change in the Situation. 
Through a newspaper reporter, 
he said a problem existed and 
that he needed a juvenile of- 
ficer. , 

The city councilmen are look- 
ing into the situation. It is likely, 
a thorough check ‘will be made 
of the police: records, number 
of juvenile cases and the amount 
of time spent by the officers on 
the cases. 

It is very likely,;the council- 
men ‘will also look into the gen- 
eral ‘‘morale” of the department 
members, the attitude of mem- 
bers of the Upland Police Re- 
Serves, @ vital agency in the 
law _ enforcement Set-up. The 

officials will probably also make 
comparisons of the number of 
policemen here as compared 
with the state-wide average. 

Chief Palmer has many, many 
friends due to his long and fine 
service to the community as a 
patrolman. He has given gen- 
erously of his time when extra } 
time and effort were needed. j 
All of ‘us~ héré,” However, are 
interested in the community’s 
welfare, the best possible condi- 
tions for our young people and 
the finest return from our. in- 
vestment in the department.

East of Here 


Development of a district-wide 
domestic water system covering 
14,000 acres east of Cucamonga 
is seen today- in the plans of the 
Southwest Water Co. of Puente. 


Having purchased the Etiwan- 
da. Domestic Water Co. 
Rochester Mutual Water Co., the 
successors to these pioneer firms 
are preparing to expand the dis- 
tribution system as ‘‘is warrant- 
ed. by industrial and residential] 
development’’, according to Ca- 
mille Garnier, 
Southwest Co. 

Construction of reservoirs and 
installation of large water mains 
are planned. Colorado river water 
from the local aqueduct of the 
Metropolitan Water district, will 
provide additional supply, 
Garnier said. 

SEWER SYSTEM PLANNED 

At the same time the water 
system is developed, a district- 
wide sewer system will be es- 
tablished. This same firm has 
already .received a permit from 
the Water Pollution Control board 
for its sewer system. Property 
has also been acquired for vari- 
ous plants needed for this project.

served by the firm in this area 
extends from Highland Ave. south 
to Mission Blvd. and from Milli- 
ken Ave, on the west to portions 
of Cherry Ave., Fontana,,on the 
east.

Add Figures to Stop Signs 


If our local stop signs had a figure “4” or “2 just below 
the word ‘Stop’, motorists would be notified if stop signs are 
on all four approaches to the intersection or only on two ap- 
proaches. Many intersections have only two stop signs; thus 
it is unnecessary for cars coming from the right or left to stop. 

Addition of the figures on the signs would indicate the situ- 
ation.

For example, motorists going north on Second Ave. must 
stop at Arrow Hwy., although Arrow motorists do not have to 
stop.

observant of all safety rules. 
At least, their record in avoid- 
ing accidents resulted in a sav- 
ing, to the city of $2,605.68 in 
workmen’s compensation insur- 
ance, according to a check re- 
ceived by Acting City Manager 
Elwin C. Alder. The annual pre- 
mium to the city was $5,010.92. 


Depending upon the number 
and extent of the accidents among 
city employes, a refund is paid 
to the municipality. As a gen- 
eral policy, no more than 55 per 
cent of the total premium is re- 
funded. 


The current refund is 52 pet 
cent, an unusually high figure 
among all the municipal em- 
ployes in California, 

“This substantial cost saving 
resulted directly from the inter- 
est and active participation in 
accident prevention displayed by 
the employes of the city of Up- 
land from the continued team- 
work between your city officials 
and the state compensation in- 
surance fund’’, E. R. Howard, 
manager of the fund, said in a 
letter to Mr. Alder. 

“Please extend my _ sincere 
congratulations to all of your em- 
ployes who have made this fine 
safety record possible’’. 


Fred , Hooghwinkel-. and - Jack 
Weaver, émployes of the state 
fund, personally delivered the 
letter and the $2, 605.68 check to 
the city. 

Mr. Alder said the large re- 
fund check was indicative of the 
city employes’ interest in __ ob- 
serving all safety rules and be- 
cause of their interest, the tax- 
payers were saved a_ sizeable 
sum. 

While the two men in deliver- 
ing the check did not make any 
comparisons with other cities, 
they said it is very rare for a 
city to receive such a large re- 
fund.
